SUBJECT: ^Contact vlth ABCASSOWARy-27, 11 July I 958 



1. Contact was made with ABCASSOWARY-27 <at 1000 hotirs on 11 July 

1958 . The meeting took place In the home ofCl_ ~3 and was attended 

by AECASSOWARY -15 and 27, iC Jand the 

undersigned C_ 

2 . The purpose of the meeting was to Introduce AECASSOWARY-27 to , 
with whom AEX3ASS0WARY-27 plans to make contact In Biussels, In 

the event of any operational developnents with regard to contacts ^rith Soviet 
Ukrainians at the Fair. This also was the first meeting between ABCASSOWARY- 
27 and the tmdersigned. 

3. C .^^^[~]gave a general run down regarding the oi>erational 

atmosphere at the and answered questions raised by ABCASSOWARY-27 with 
reference to the cost of living, types of living quarters available which 
might prove most convenient and secure, possible suitable locations for 
operational contacts, etc. AECASSOWARY-27 was given a telephone number and 
name for piurposes of contact with(T_ 3 ^ Brussels. 
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4. AECASSOWARY -27 is planning to leave for Brussels on 22 July. He 
also has applied for a visa to Sweden. He hopes tflt;4iravel to S1x)c^olm to 
make personal contact with the mother of Dr. Bohdgffl^ntrzynskiv ^^^iend 
of AECASSOWARY- 27 . The mother of Dr. Kentrzynski arrived in Swden from 
Volyrda, UkSSR about I 7 December 195 ^j>^ether with another son from Poland. 

5 . AECASSOWARY -27 stated that ^?^ti zhmak (a medical doctor from 
Balyhorod, presently in Shanits, where he i~s~~ 5iead of the local Y^T 
ifeainske Social^ultiniie Tovarystvo) is expected in Brussels in mid- July 
1958 . AECASSOWARY -27 stated that they do not have much information on 
Dr. Kuzhmak except that he is a relative of Dr^Popovlch of Belgium. A 
son of Kuzhmak (who also is a medical doctor ih Dytom) will accompany the 
doctor. The son has promised to take a copy of the UKRAINIAN ENCYCIOPEIDIA 
back with him from Brussels. It is probable that the daughter of Dr. 
Kuzhmak also vrill come to the Fair. This information was received in a 
letter dated 2^ June 1958» 
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6. Mr. Erickson left the meeting about 1100 hours . The foUjOWing 
subjects were discussed during the remainder of the meeting and during a 
luncheon at the Yentching Palace (luncheon attended by J 

a. ABCASSOWARY-27 spoke briefly about the conferences attended 
at Colgate University by him and MlCASSOWiffl.Y^^. He stated that they 
took along with them a yoimg lady^M ^ (who is coagpleting 

her Ph.D. at Columbia University) helped them make some very good 
contact^ ®lFTs the first year that the Army sent representatives 
to the conferences at Colgate.

He studied at Krakow University and Is^ ^ attorney and , as stated 
by AECASSOWARY-27, " a big shot" in the Warsaw government./ C ZERUJHCZAKEWYCZ 
is married to a Polish woman and probably does not reveal his Ukrainian 
origin. 



AECASSOWARY-27 
was planning to leave Washington in the early evening and said the ABCASSO- 
WARIES would teleihone regarding any new development before his departure to 
Brussels.
